AT TOULON !N 
PAST FEW MONTH! 


Toulon, April 24.—For the sixth 


time within a few months this porl 
has been stricken by disaster from 
fire. A sentry at the arsenal noticed 
the glare of flames in a storehouse 
used for rope yarn. He at once gave 
the alarm. The fire spread with in 
credible rapidijj. The buildings in 
the vicinity of the storehouse con 
tained 200,000 pounds of material to 
clean machinery, 60,000 pounds of 
oakum, 5,000 sponges, and other in 
flammables. The flsmes were soon 
soaring over the arsenal wall and lick 
ing the sides of some 30 dwelling 
houses just outside, inhabited by 500 
or GOO people 
These residents flee 


half-clad to the street. The fire raged 
for 12 hours.

This statement was made, too, after 
the secretary had spent nearly two 
hours in close conference with the 
president. What his plans are was 
not disclosed, but the secretary reiter- 
ated his statement of Monday night, 
that be intended to go to Ohio next 
Friday and would make three speeches 
while away from \Vashington, one 
long one at Cincinnati on the occasion 
of the meeting of the Western Feder- 
ation of Yale Clubs; one at Dayton, at 
the cornerstone laying of the Young 
Men's Christian association, and an- 
other at Cincinnati before the Busi- 
ness Men's club 
But the secretary 


added, with a smile, that none of these 
speeches would be in any sense polit- 
ical. 


Later in the summer he expects to 


go to Iowa and to Minnesota, in each 
case to address the state universities, 
but the secietary did not say that 
these addresses would be nonpolitical. 
He was wanted in Oklahoma, and he 
said he would go if he could. He had 
been told that a bitter political fight 
was to be waged there, and that if he 
went into the new state he would have 
to enter that fight. He also was re- 
quested to go to South Dakota on 
purely political tour, and possibly he 
would make one speech at Fort 
Meade. Nothing, however, would prob- 
ably prevent him from going to the 
Philippines in September.

Washington, April 24. — President 


Roosevelt has replied to the criticisms 
of his recent letter in which he re- 
ferred to Moyer and Haywood, officials 
of the Western Federation of Miners, 
charged with complicity in the murder 
of former Governor Steunenberg of 
Idaho, as "undesirable citizens." 


The president says in a communica- 


tion to HonoreJaxon of Chicago,chair- , 
man of the Cook Counfy Mover-Hay- j 
wood conference, that he regrets any j 
body of men should so far forget their; 
duty to their country as to, by forma-1 
tion of societies and in other ways, 
endeavor to influence Justice and co • 
erce court or jury; that they, not he 
are trying to influence justice, and he i 
condemns what he calls their flagrant: 
impropriety in the matter. He say* 
that he indicated no opinion as to their 
guilt of the Steunenberg murder, bnt1 
that it was a simple absurdity to sup- 
pose that because a man is on trial he' 
is free from criticism as to his man- 
ner of life. He said he might as well 
be accused of trying to influence the 
suits against Harriman.some of whose 
friends had also criticised him. He 
said Moyer, Haywood and Debs stand 
as representatives of those who habit? 
ually appear as guilty of incitement to 
or apology for bloodshed and violence. 
He added that he was profoundly In- 
different to the condemnation ot him 
for his criticism of the undesirable 
types of citizens, regardless of the 
power of either labor or capital. 
president concludes: 


"I have received many such 


as yours. •Stecompanying then! 
newspaper clippings announcing dim-' 
onstrations, parades and mass meet- 
ings designed to show that the repre- 
sentatives'of labor, without regard to 
the facts, demand the acquittal of 
Messrs. Haywood and Moyer. Snc& 
meetings can, of course, be designed 
only to coerce court or jury In render- 
ing a verdict, and they therefore de- 
serve all the condemnation which you 
in your letter say should be awarded 
to those who endeavor improperly to 
influence the course of justice. 


"You would of course be entirely 


within your rights if you merely an- 
nounced that you thought Messrs. 
Moyer and Haywood were 'desirable 
citizens,' though in such case I should 
take frank issue with you and should 
say, that wholly without regard to 
whether or not they are guilty of the 
crime for which they are now being 
tried, they represent as thoroughly un- 
desirable a type of citizenship as can 
be found in this country, a type which, 
in the letter to which you so unrea- 
sonably take exceptions, I showed not 
to be confined to any one class, but to 
exist among some representatives of 
great capitalists as well as /.among | 
some representatives of wage workers. 
I challenge as a right the support^ 
of all good Americans, whether wage- 
earners, or capitalists, whatever their 
occupation or creed, or in whatever 
portion of the country they live, when 
I condemn both the types of bad citi- 
zenship which I have held up to rep- 
robation."

most affected by this exposure. The

drained. This wheat ground

The following letter sent out by the 


Auditor of the Wai- Department con- 
tains valuable instructions to claim- 
ants to bounty under 
the 
act of 


March 4, 1907: 
^ 


The act of March 4, 1907, applies to 


soldiers of the civil war only and 
makes no provision for the payment 
of any bounty other than that previ- 
ously authorized by law. It does not 
authorize the payment of any,; new 
bounty. Nearly all soldiers, or their 
heirs, have already received all boun- 
ty due under existing laws. The fol- 
lowing cases only are affected by this 
act: 


1. Where additional bounty under 


the act of July 28, 1866, has been de- 
nied because it was not claimed be- 
fore July 2, 1880, it may now be al- 
lowed. This bounty is not due in any 
case where the soldier has received 
more than $100 bounty altogether for 
all his services, and is never allowed 
to any but two or three years' men. 
It is not payable to a soldier dis- 
charged before, he has served 
two 


years to accept promotion, or for a 
disability other than wounds received 
in service and in line of duty, or to 
drafted men or substitutes. 


2. Where a soldier receives an ad- 


vance installment of the $300 recruit 
bounty, or of the $400 veteran bounty 
and was required to refund, or pay 
back $25 of that advance installment 
because he was discharged by promo- 
tion, or otherwise before a service of 
two years as an enlisted man, said $25 
may be allowed. 


This law does not apply to sailors 


who served in the navy only. 


In all letters to this office ithe* full 


name of the soldier, and each conv 
pany and regiment in which, he serv- 
ed, with the dates of enlistment and 
discharge as near as can be given, 
should be stated. If the soldier is 
dead the relationship of the nearest 
kin should also be given.

MORTGAGE 


TAXATION 


During the last three years the state 


of New York has lived under three 
different laws for the taxation of 
mortgages. In the state of Massachu- 
setts mortgages have been entirely 
exempt from taxation since 1881. 
Berkshire county, Massachusetts, ex- 
tends from north to south the entire 
width of th'e state, and borders on 
Dutchess, Columbia and Rensselaer 
counties In the state of New York. 
The mortgage records tor 1904 and 
1905 
for Berkshire county, Mass., and 


the statistics of the mortgage record 


ilar statistics were obtained from the 
city of Boston and the city of New 
York for comparison. 


Prior to July 1, 1905, debts secured 


by mortgages on real estate were tax- 
able in New York in the same man- 
ner as any other personal property. 
That Is to say, that each person was 
liable to be assessed for all taxable 
personal property owned by him In 
excess of his debts. Although no very 
great effort was made in most parts 
of the state to assess persons who 
owed mortgages, the fear of taxation 
deterred manj- from lending locally on 
mortgage security with the result that 
the rate of interest on mortgages was 
increased by from two to six mills 
over what it would have been had 
mortgages been exempt from taxation 
as in Massachusetts. 


In 1905 a law was passed designed 


to correct the gross inequality and in- 
justice of the inclusion of mortgages 
as ordinary taxable property. By this 
law all mortgages recorded 
on and 


after July 1, 1905, were made taxable 
without any deduction for debt, and 
without regard to the residence of the 
owner, at the rate of one-half .;f one 
per cent per annum. 


This law was opposed by those who 


predicted that a uniform tax on all 
mortgages would raise the rate of in- 
terest and the tax would 
thus fall 


wholly on borrowers. It was predicted 
also that the amount of money offered 
for loans secured by mortgage would 
be reduced. This is exactly what hap- 
pened, as will more fully appear in 
the following table:

It will be observed that the rate of 


interest did not rise in New York by 
quite a full half per cent. This was 
because the interest rate in New York, 
prior to the 1905 law, was somewhat 
increased by the 
liability of mort- 


gages to taxation as personal property. 
The falling off 
of the 
ambunt of 


money loaned was very great in the 
county of New York. 


In 1906 the law wag so amend' 


cd as to 
provide 
for one 
single 


tas at that time of record, imposed on 
all mortgages recorded on and after 
July 1, 1906. All mortgages made on 
and after that date have been liable 
to a single recording tax of one-hall 
of one per cent, and are thereafter 
exempt from all other taxation. The 
effect of this change in the law im- 
mediately appeared both in the de- 
cline in the rate of interest and in 
the increase in the amount of money 
loaned. I present the figures for the 
first six months of the operation of 
the new law in New York county and 
the figures for the corresponding 
period of 1905 for comparison:

During the last six months of 1906 a 
mortgage for 5100,000,000 at 4% por cent 
was recorded, but this is not included in 
the above amount nor in the computation. 
of the rate of interest. 


All these statistics were made uj> in t 


following way: 
The total amount of 
mortgages recorded at each rate of In- 
terest was separately stated and the in- 
terest computed at that rate 
The total 
Interest charge on all the mortgages wa 
commuted 
and 
then 
divided by 
the 


amount of money loaned. These statis- 
tics abundantly prove that every obsta- 
cle placed between the 
borrower and 


lender of money, and any burden placed 
upon the transaction must fall ultimately 
upon the borrower of money. 
The old law in the state of New York 


was most unjust to those dependent upon 
estates in trust, because trustees were 
limited in their investments to mortgage 
on real estate, and nominally all such es- 
tates were fully assessed and taxed. II 
was common for one-half of the inct^i 
of a trust estate to be confiscated by ta-s, 
atlon. The annual mortgage tax law of 
1905 
relieved lenders of this fearful bur- 


den, 
but it imposed a certain charge of 


one-half of 1 per cent on borrower1!, in 
addition to the economic rate of interest. 
While the present recording law is not 
theoretically just because it 
imposes 


some additional burden on those who 
borrow, it Is innnit°ly to be preferred to 
thp greater burden of the anmial tax, or 
to the burden on borrowers imposed by 
the liability of mortgage1? to taxation 33 
pr^s.rjna! pr£j?Ttv, ar-d t^^ awful ^nii 
tice to STJch lenders, chiefly widows and 
orphans, who were caught ^Ith mort- 
gages In their possession, and suffered 
the confiscation of a large share of their

The revenue from the recording tax

Injunction Granted at Cleveland Against Mayor Johnson

News Briefly Paragraphed, 


Columbus, O., Apnl 24.—A man sup- 


posed to be Frank Thompson, 41, a 
civil engineer of Philadelphia, com- 
mitted suicide in a cell at police head- 
quarters, where he had been removed 
from a Pennsylvania railway train, on 
which he was traveling from Chicago 
to Philadelphia. He is said to have 
been acting peculiarly on the train. At 
the station he was slated "safe keep- 
ing." Within a short time he was 
found dead, having hanged himself 
with a trousers belt. 


From letters and papers found on 


his person it is learned that Thomp 
son was division superintendent of 
the United States geological survey, 
stationed at Gianite Rees camp, Ari- 
zona. His wife resides in Philadelphia. 


Thompson suddenly went insane on 


the train soon after leaving Logans- 
port, Ind. The conductor and other 
members of the crew attempted to 
subdue him, but a fierce fight followed, 
windows being kicked out and passen- 
gers on the train, including women 
and children, being terrorized. The 
insane man attempted to jump from 
the train through the windows and 
out of the doors to certain death, but 
was prevented. The fight continued 
until the train reached Columbus. 


Mayor Johnson Restrained. 


Cleveland, O., April 24.—The first 


chapter in the revival of Cleveland's 
street railway fight came when a tem- 
porary injunction was granted by 
Judge Ford against Mayor Johnson 
and the Forest City Uailway company, 
on application of the Cleveland Elec- 
tric Railway company. The injunction 
prohibits the Forest City Railway com- 
pany from operating on Central and 
Quincy avenues, where the Cleveland 
Electric Railway company's franchise 
has expired. The application for the 
injunction was based on the alleged 
financial interest of Mayor Johnson 
in the Forest City railway, and the 
city of Cleveland, Tom L. Johnson as 
mayor, Tom L. Johnson personally, A. 
B. Green, the Forest City Railway 
company and the Municipal Traction j 
company were named as defendants. 
To File Exceptions In Johnson Case.
